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it would be carried and, if not, it would be lost.
Therefore, if your purpbse is simply to delete the change
made by the Committee on Style, it will not be necessary
for you to have a printed amendment, but when the Chair
calls for consideration of the particular section, you
can get recognition\anq ask simply that the amendment
submitted by the Committee be submitted to separate vote.
It would then be put to a vote forthwith, |

After consideration of the entire article or
whatever sections may be embraced in the report of the
Committee, for all stylistic amendments you will then have
submitted to you the question of approval of the amendments
submitted by the Committee on Style, A voté on that
does not necessarily mean a vote for adoption of the
recommendation, It merely is a vote indicating approval
of the stylistic changes.

We will then consider the Committee Recommend-
ation as open to further amendment, not of stylistic
character.
